It will be remembered, at the time that the Selectmen 
were making the report for the year ending March 1, 1887, 
there was a severe snow storm, which drifted badly, and 
was the cause of the increase in the amount paid on ac-

count of highways and bridges for this year. Some seven 
hundred dollars of this amount should have been inserted 
in last year’s report, but on account of the drifted condi- 
tion of the roads the parties who had the bills against the 
town were unable to get to the Selectmen’s office and 
have them adjusted in time for the report of 1886. The 
amount paid for the oxen for the use of the road machine 
is also charged to the account of highways. 

We find that $2,500 would have paid the amount ex- 
pended on highways and bridges the past.year. Out of 
this sum we have built entirely new the bridge over 
Black Cat brook, in District No. 2, at a cost of $300; 
have placed two new abutments in the bridge which. 
crosses the stream near the house of J. W. Nash, in Dis- 
trict No. 15, at a cost of $158, and made repairs on the 
bridge in District No. 13, at a cost of $110. We should 
recommend appropriating $3,000 for the repair of high- 
ways for the year 1888, one-third to be expended in sum- 
mer and the balance in winter. We also recommend that 
if a tax-payer desires to pay his tax in labor, the privilege 
should be granted, provided the compensation be reason- 


able and the amount of labor performed be satisfactory to 


the Selectmen. With the road machine—which the town 
now owns—and one thousand dollars for summer use, we > 
see no reason why our highways cannot be kept in good 
condition and satisfactory to every one.
